Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  eleventh 
annual  report  on  the  Port  of  Southampton  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1902. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  vessels  arriving  from  Ports 
infected  or  suspected  to  be  infected  with  cholera,  yellow 
fever,  plague,  or  small-pox  have  been  boarded  olTNetley 
and  medically  inspected  before  being  allowed  to  proceed  to 
dock.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  troops  returning 
from  South  Africa  and  India  this  has  necessitated  a  great 
amount  of  attention  and  work,  details  of  which  are  given  in 
this  report. 

The  number  of  persons  (passengers  and  crews) 
arriving  in  the  port  amounted  to  472,927,  being  an  increase 
of  over  123,000  over  the  previous  year,  and  an  increase  of 
375,000  compared  with  1892. 
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No  case  of  plague  or  cholera  occurred  in  the  Port  or 
Town,  notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  vessels  which 
arrived  during  the  year  from  plague  and  cholera  infected 
districts. 

I  desire  to  again  place  on  record  the  valuable  aid  I  have 
received  from  the  naval  and  military  representatives  and 
the  various  shipping  companies  of  the  Port,  without  which 
help  it  would  be  necessary  to  considerably  augment  the 
staff.

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STATISTICS. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Trade  I  am  enabled  to  append 
particulars  contained  in  Table  (A),  showing  the  number  of 
passengers  who  left  for  places  out  of  Europe  and  the  number  of 
passengers  arriving  from  such  places. 

The  record  shows  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
who  left  for  and  arrived  from  places  out  of  Europe. 

The  number  of  aliens  who  arrived  from  the  Continent 
amounted  to  4,765,  more  than  double  the  number  that  arrived 
at  this  Port  in  the  previous  year.  The  medical  examination  of 
emigrants  embarking  is  carried  out  by  the  Board  of  Trade’s 
Medical  Officer. 

The  information  in  Table  (B)  is  supplied  by  the  Customs 
Authorities,  and  shows  the  number  and  tonnage  of  vessels  arriving 
in  the  Port,  together  with  the  number  of  crews  and  passengers. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  and  crews  arriving  from  all 
countries  amounted  to  472,927.  This  is  an  increase  of  no  less  than 
123,702  persons  arriving  in  the  Port  last  year  compared  with  1901, 
and  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  large  number  of  troops  returning 
from  South  Africa. 

Several  large  vessels  arrived  in  the  river  to  disembark 
passengers  for  Southampton.  Records  are  obtainable  of  persons 
landing  only,  and  not  of  passengers  or  crews  in  transit  to  other 
ports.

PLAGUE. 

Cases  of  Plague  occurred,  or  Plague-infected  rats  were  found, 
at  the  following  places  during  the  year  : — 

Manchuria,  China,  Japan,  Bombay,  Mauritius,  Durban,  Port 
Elizabeth,  Arabia,  Egypt,  Odessa,  Constantinople,  Galata,  Smyrna, 
San  Francisco,  Mazaltan  (Mexico),  Rio  Janeiro,  Campos,  Corumba, 
and  Victoria  (Brazil). 
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All  vessels  arriving  from  the  above-mentioned  ports  or  coun¬ 
tries  have  been  boarded  off  Netley,  medically  examined,  and  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  landing  taken  before  they  were 
allowed  to  proceed  to  Docks.  All  troopships  were  boarded  off 
Netley  in  co-operation  with  the  Naval  and  Military  representatives- 
at  the  port. 

Two  cases  of  suspicious  illness  simulating  Plague  were 
removed  for  observation,  and  specimens  of  blood  and  serum  for 
bacteriological  examination  forwarded  to  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  two  cases  removed  for 
observation  : — 

(1)  Oct.  27. — C.  R.,  Trooper  in  the  Imperial  Yeomanry, 
arrived  on  H.M.  Transport  “  Michigan.”  Patient  was  found  on 
arrival  of  vessel  with  elevated  temperature,  enlarged  inguinal 
glands,  considerably  indurated,  and  tender.  As  no  cause  could  be 
ascertained  for  the  illness,  the  patient  was  removed  for  observation 
and  specimens  of  blood  and  serum  from  enlarged  glands  forwarded 
for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 
Contacts  were  also  removed  with  patient. 

The  result  of  the  examination  was  negative. 

(2)  Dec.  27. — J.  K.,  a  fireman  on  the  s  s.  “  Kinfauns  Castle.’” 
The  patient  was  reported  on  arrival  suffering  from  enlarged  glands 
and  elevated  temperature,  for  which  no  cause  could  be  ascribed. 
Precautions  of  a  similar  character  to  those  adopted  in  the  previous 
case  were  carried  out.  The  bacteriological  examination  gave  a 
negative  result. 

CHOLERA. 

Cholera  occurred  in  more  or  less  epidemic  form  during  the 
year  in  various  places,  viz.,  India,  China,  Arabia,  Red  Sea  Coast, 
and  the  whole  of  the  Syrian  Coast,  and  in  Cairo,  Port  Said,  and 
Alexandria. 

All  vessels  from  these  places  were  medically  inspected  before 
arrival  in  dock.  No  case,  however,  occurred  on  any  vessel  bound 
for  this  Port. 
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YELLOW  FEVER. 

One  case  of  Yellow  Fever  was  reported  to  have  occurred  on 
board  a  vessel  bound  for  Southampton  ;  the  case  was  landed  at 
Buenos  Ayres.  The  bedding-  was  destroyed  and  disinfection 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  that  city.  No  further  case 
occurred,  and  the  crew  and  passeng-ers  were  all  well  on  arrival 
here. 


SMALL  POX. 

One  case  of  Small  Pox  and  one  case  notified  as  Small 
Pox  were  landed  from  vessels  arriving-  in  the  port  during-  the  year. 
The  particulars  of  same  are  as  follows  : — 

(0-  July  12— H.M.T.  “  Oratava,”  from  South  Africa.  The 
patient,  F.G.,  was  a  Major  in  the  Gordon  Higlanders,  and  was 
removed  and  isolated  on  the  Hospital  Ship.  The  patient  was  dis¬ 
charged  on  July  30th. 

(2).  August  15 — J.B.,  S.S.  “Southwark,”  from  New  York. 
The  case  was  reported  on  arrival  here  as  Small  Pox.  The  patient 
was  removed  for  observation,  but  the  disease  proved  not  to  be 
Small  Pox. 

Small  Pox  existed  in  epidemic  form  at  Barbadoes  throughout 
the  greater  part  of  the  year,  but  fortunately  no  case  occurred  on 
any  vessel  arriving  here  from  the  West  Indies. 

TROOPSHIPS. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  transports  arrived  from  various 
Colonial  Ports  during  the  year,  landing  approximately  136,188 
troops  and  passengers  and  19,992  crews,  a  total  increase  of 
58,393  over  1901. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  transports  arrived  from 
South  Africa,  12  from  Bombay,  3  from  Bermuda,  and  one  each 
from  Halifax,  Alexandria,  Melbourne,  Hong-Kong,  and  Calcutta. 

All  these  vessels  were  boarded  off  Netley  and  medically 
inspected,  in  co-operation  with  the  Naval  and  Military  Officers. 
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The  infectious  diseases  existing  on  board  and  action  taken  are 
detailed  in  Table  (C). 

Most  of  the  infectious  cases  existing  amongst  the  troops,  other 
than  suspected  Plague  and  Small-pox,  were  removed  to  Netley 
Hospital  ;  cases  amongst  the  crew  and  the  cases  of  suspected 
Plague  and  Small-pox  were  removed  to  the  Port  and  Borough 
Isolation  Hospitals. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  a  large  amount  of  disinfection  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  on  the  Transports, 
and  in  several  cases  all  the  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  removed  to 
West  Quay  and  disinfected. 

The  appended  table  gives  a  detailed  list  of  transports  arriving 
in  the  Port.

INSPECTION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  amounted  to  4,530,  not 
including  1,125  revisits.  This  is  an  increase  of  616  inspections^ 
but  a  decrease  of  1,069  revisits,  compared  with  1901. 

Passengers  and  cargo  vessels,  other  than  those  from  infected 
ports,  are  boarded  immediately  they  arrive  alongside  the  quays. 
Vessels  which  only  discharge  passengers  off  Hamble  are  waited 
upon  by  tenders.  An  officer  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  accom¬ 
panies  each  tender  and  receives  a  report  as  to  the  health  of  the 
persons  on  board,  and  more  particularly  of  those  who  are  to  be 
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landed  at  Southampton.  The  number  of  such  vessels  visited  was 
169,  and  the  number  of  passengers  landed  5,098.  In  many  instances 
the  Steam  Ambulance  accompanies  the  tender  in  readiness  to 
remove  any  infectious  disease  that  may  exist  on  board,  without 
causing  any  delay  to  the  vessel. 


NUISANCES. 


One  hundred  and  seventy-five  nuisances,  principally  of  an 
unimportant  character,  were  discovered  during  the  year,  being  an 
increase  of  102  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


The  majority  of  the  nuisances  were  abated  by  verbal  notice. 
In  those  cases  where  the  vessel  sailed  before  the  notice  could  be 
eomplied  with,  if  the  vessel  was  proceeding  to  a  home  port,  infor. 
mation  as  to  the  non-compliance  with  the  notice  was  forwarded  to 
the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  the  district  to  which  such  vessel  was 
proceeding.

DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
on  1 17  vessels  and  22,225  articles  of  bedding,  &c.  (including  a 
number  of  parcels  containing  pieces  of  bedding  and  effects  counted 
as  one  article  but  disinfected  separately),  were  removed  to  West 
Quay  Hospital  and  disinfected  in  the  Steam  Disinfector,  and 
returned  to  the  various  vessels  from  which  they  were  removed. 
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RATS. 

The  total  number  of  rats  caught  during  the  year  on  vessels, 
&c.,  in  the  docks  and  destroyed,  amounted  to  24,868. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  water-tanks  of  vessels 
from  foreign  ports  and  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst  for 
analysis.  The  samples  proved  to  be  of  good  quality. 

The  water  barges  supplying  vessels  and  yachts  in  the  port  with 
drinking  water  were  frequently  inspected,  and  found  in  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  condition.
